15 expected to die during holiday period 


Drugged Driver Awareness Week on 
Dec. 11-17. 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Safety estimates that 15 
people will be killed in traffic acci- 
dents during the Thanksgiving holi- 
day weekend, according to Col. 
Thomas H, Wells, Public Safety 
Director. 

The 102 hour period begins at 
6:00 p.m. Wednesday, Nov.23 and 
ends at midnight Sunday, Nov.27. 

In 1987, 15 people were killed 
during the 102 hour holiday period, ' 
including 13 on rural roadways and 
two on urban roadways. 

Col. Wells cautioned drivers to 
exercise extreme caution and stated 
"We anticipate many motorists will 
be traveling Alabama's highways to 
be with family and friends on 
Thanksgiving and we hope no one 
will have to experience the conse- 
quences of a serious traffic accident 
during the holiday weekend.” 

Wells urged motorists to obey 
the speed limit and all traffic laws,

In the 1986 Farm 
Tax Act the farmers lost a lot! The 
capital gains through the cutting of 
umber, the Heifer Tax and the Off 
Road Diesel exemption were just a 
few. Some of these acts have been 
reviewed and repealed and other 
means of helping the landowners 
and farmers are always being stud- 
ied. A new act that governs the use 
of pesticide will result in many pes- 
ticides being taken off the market 
that are detrimental to the health or 
fy ground water. Steps are being 
taken from an environmental stand 
pom as well as mecting the goals 
ob cos ionmental safety.” 

Clark praised the efforts of all

The board discussed at length a 
request to change a bus route in the 
New Town area. Foley recommend- 
ed no changes be made, because it 
would open the system up to many 
request for changes. This would 
make the routes longer and extend 
the time needed to pick up and re- 
turn students each day. 

He also noted that the entering 
and leaving of Reese Street in that 
area could be more dangerous for 
the busses and the students than the 
present plan. 

Board members had some ques- 
tions that couldn't be answered at 
the meeting and the matter was 
tabled until next month. 

Band Director Gary Bradley ad- 
dressed the board and requested ap 
proval for a band trip to Clearwater, 
Fl. on May 4,5,6 and 7, 1989. This 
would entail the students missing 
two days of school, according to 
Bradley. 

The cost would be $180.00 per 
student and would include motel 
_room, meals and transportation for 
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the trip. Bradley noted that at 
present time 26% of students in 7 
though 12 are participating in the 
band program. 

He told board members that a do- 
nut sale scheduled for the first week 
of December was designed to help 
pay for this trip. 

The board unanimously approved 
the trip that will include a marching 
competition, concert and jazz band 
judging. 

The board also approved spend- 
ing $1,556.50 for the purchase of 
Suit bags, hat boxes, etc. requested 
for protection of band uniforms and 
equipment. 

The board also voted to send let- 
ters to the football team, band and 
cheerleaders commending them for 
the find jobs they have done this 
year. 

Board members were updated on 
the status of the bus transportation 
federal lawsuit case they were in- 
volved in. Attorney Mark Vaughan 
had written letters to keep Elba 
from being involved in any appeal 
(and further expense) of the case to 
a higher court. Elba was only in- 
volved in having a few students in 
the Northwest part of the county 
going to Crenshaw County schools 
and a few Crenshaw County stu- 
dents attending the Elba school sys- 
tem. No violation of laws were 
found, but a report must be filed 
with the federal court whenever any 
out-of-county student enrolls in the 
Elba school system. 

Two student field tips were ap- 
proved by the board. One involved 
5 students and the other 71 stu- 
dents. Any action on fire extin- 
guishers was tabled again until ne- 
cessary information could be 
compiled.

Benefits may be made to survivors 


Social Security benefits can be 
paid to many survivors of workers 
who die after having worked long 
enough in work covered by Social 
Security, Jerry Kizzort, Social Se- 
curity Manager in Dothan, said re- 
cently. 

These survivors include the 
worker's unmarried children under 
18, under 19 if a full-time high 
school student or over 18 if disabled 
before reaching 22; a parent caring 
for a child under 16 or disabled who 
gets benefits; a widow or widower 
60 or older, or 5O or older if se- 
verely disabled; and dependent par- 
ents 62 or older, 

In addition, a surviving divorced 
wife or husband can generally get 
the same benefits as a widow or 
widower if the marriage to the 
worker lasted 10 years or more. 

A lump-sum payment of $255 
can be made to the worker's eligible 
widow or widower, or, if none, to 
the worker's child entitled to bene- 
fits. 

It is important for survivors to 
apply for benefits as soon as possi- 
ble after the worker's death. This is 
especially important for widows and 
widowers under 65 because benefits 
cannot generally be paid before the 
month of application. 

When applying, survivors 
should have their own and the 
worker's Social Security cards or a 
record of the numbers, birth certifi- 
cates for any eligible children, mar- 
riage certificate, proof of the work- 
er's death, proof of age for the 
widow or widowers, and Form W-2 
or self-employment tax return for 
the past year. Parents 62 or older 
will need to show they were depen- 


dent on the worker for their sup- : 


port.

The New Brockton Gamecocks 
will continue their fight for the Al- 
abama Class 2A football champion- 
ship Friday night when they host 
the Montgomery Academy Eagles 
in the semifinal round at Gamecock 
stadium. 

New Brockton will carry an 11-1 
record into the semifinal matchup 
and has posted playoff wins over 
Houston County 21-0, Sweet Water 
21-0 and Cottonwood 15-7, while 
Montgomery Academy will enter 
the battle with a record of 10-2 and 
boasts playoff wins over Calera 16° 
0, Brantley 23-0 and Reeltown 10- 
1E 

New Brockton entered the season 
with cautious optimism under the 
guidance of Coach Leavy Boutwell, 
primarily due to the fact that only 
21 players answered the call when 
the time came to pull on the pads. 

The Gamecocks proved all sea- 
son long that it made no difference 
how many players a team had as 
long as the players on the roster had 
talent and posted wins over much 
larger teams such as (4A) Daleville 
and (3A) W.S. Neal. 

The New Brockton offense has 
been ground oriented throughout the 
season and is led by the devastating

The New Brockton Gamecocks 
erased a 7-0 halftime defecit with a 
furious second half comeback Fri- 
day night as they defeated the Cot- 
tonwood Bears 15-7 in the quarterfi- 
nals of the state Class 2A football 
playoffs. 

The win avenged the lone loss 
on the New Brockton record, a 16-7 
loss to the Bears during week #4 of 
the regular season and marked the 
first time in Gamecock football his- 
tory that they had defeated Cotton- 
wood, 

On its opening possession the 
Gamecocks put together a 9 play 
drive from its own 33-yardline to 
the Cottonwood 5, only to see the 
drive come to an end when Cotton- 
wood's Charles Coachman inter- 
cepted a Matt Rodgers pass near the 
sideline, 

The pass was intended for Qn 
Burrows and left Rodgers’ hand just 
as Bo Pittman broke open in the 
back of the endzone, too late for the 
quarterback to spot. 

The Bears managed two first 
downs following the turnover be- 
fore Jimmy Godwin was knocked 
loose from the ball on a third down 
play and Qn Burrows recovered the 
fumble to give the Gamecocks’ the 
ball in excellent field position. 

New Brockton made one quick 
first down, but then faced a fourth 
down and one at the 41 and was 
stopped, killing another Gamecock 
threat! 

Cottonwood marched 59 yards to 
paydirt in only five plays, with the 
touchdown coming on a 38 yard 
scamper by Ronnie Pender. Jack 
Hankins added the extra point and 
with 4:54 left in the half the Bears 
had grabbed 4 7-0 lead. 

Charles Coachman gave Cotton- 
wood another scoring chance in the 
closing minutes of the half when he 
recovered a Gamecock fumble near 
midfield and the Bears responded by 
driving quickly to the New Brock- 
ton 11. The New Brockton defense 
rose to the challenge; however, and 
when a last second field goal fell far 
short the half ended with Cotton- 
wood still clinging to the 7-0 lead. 

New Brockton received the sec- 
ond half kickoff and behind a 56 
yard run by Louis Page marched to 
the Cottonwood 14 yardline. Three 
running plays netted 7 yards, leav- 
ing the Gamecocks with a fourth 
down and three, and on the fourth 
down play William Moguel drilled 
a 24-yard field goal to cut the Cot- 
tonwood lead to 7-3 with 8:45 left 
in the third quarter. 

The Gamecocks got the ball 
back at their 37 yardline after the 
Bears went three plays and punt and 
once again headed for paydirt! 

Robert Kilow broke loose for a 
14 yard gain on a third down and 
eight to keep the drive alive and on 
the very next snap Louis Page took 
a handoff and galloped 47 yards into 
the endzone. The extra point try 
failed, but with 4:49 still left in the 
third quarter the Gamecocks had 
gone ahead 9-7 and the New Brock- 
ton fans were on their feet! 

Cottonwood began a drive on its 
next series, but quarterback Clifton 
Truitt was injured as he scrambled 
and on the first play under the direc- 
tion of backup quarterback Jack 
Hankins the Bears fumbled and New 
Brockton's Shannon Clark recovered 
to put the Gamecocks back in busi- 
ness at the Cottonwood 39.

and on the punt attempt New 
Brockton’s Charlie Lobdell broke 
through the middle and blocked the 
punt.

***The 106th annual session of the 
Mulberry Missionary Baptist Dis- 
trict Association, Inc. was held at 
the educational building on Hwy. 
166 in Elba, on Nov. 10, 1988, 
with theme "A Stronger Associa- 
tion,” based on I Kings 20:25. 

The Association began in 1818 in 
Coffee County, evolving from sev- 
eral black Missionary Baptist 
churches which were engaged in 
missionary work. This makes the 
Association 170 years old. 

The present association has 
churches in Coffee, Pike, Coving- 
ton, Geneva and Crenshaw Coun- 
lies, totaling 28. 

Purpose of this union was and 
still is for putting to work the love, 
desires and aspirations of our forefa- 
thers by combining and directing 
the energies of the Missionary Bap- 
tist denominations. 

On Nov. 10, 1978, the Associa- 
tion bought two acres of land on 
Hwy. 166 in the city limits of 
Elba, from Deacon T.L .and Sister 
N.R. Lindsey on which the present 
Association sits. 

Our forefathers had earlier pur- 
chased 52 acres called "Spurling 
Gap" next to New Zion Missionary 
Baptist Church of Elba for the pur- 
pose of erecting an educatinal build- 
ing, but there were many inconven- 
iences in that area; and therefore the 
present site was chosen. 

On Jan. 20, 1979, at 10 a.m. the 
Association met at Elba Zion Mis- 
sionary Baptist Church in Elba in 
an adjourned session with a quorum 
of delegates assembled to make fi- 
nal plans about the construction of 
an educational building which plans 
were finalized in that meeting. 

"Purposes of the Association and 
its educational building are: (1) to 
promote home and foreign mis- 
sions; (2) to encourage and support 
Christian education; (3) to engage 
in needy Christian work for the ad- 
vancement of the Kingdom of 
Christ Jesus throughout the world." 

About 64 years passed without 
annual sessions, indicating that spe- 
cial sessions were called occasional- 
ly. Annual sessions began in 1882 
and they have been held each year 
since that time.

John 10:10-18 could be consid- 
ered from the standpoint of a con- 
trast of selfishness and selflessness. 
The first half of verse 10 reveals the 
danger of a life of selfishness as it 
describes the progressive downhill 
movement of selfishness. ("The 
thief cometh not, but for to steal, 
and to kill, and to destroy:") The 
thief is selfish. He will "steal" be- 
cause he wants something for him- 
self. He will go to the extreme 
means in order to get what he 
wants--he may even "kill" in his ef- 
forts to satisfy his selfishness. But 
the way of selfishness is destruc- 
tive. The selfish thief's actions "de- 
stroy". Thus, there are tragic de- 
structive results from selfishness as 
the thief steals, kills, and destroys 
for self-gain. 

The last part of verse 10, in con- 
trast to the first part, contains the 
ultimate example of selflessness--

This is significant, because several other events must have occurred be 
tween the birth of Christ, and the flight into Egypt. Luke 2:21 says that on 
the eighth day after His birth, Jesus was circumcised, according to the law. 
And then some weeks later, again according to the law of Moses, Mary and 
Joseph took the child to Jerusalem for his presentation to the Lord in the 
temple. It would have been some time after this that the wise men would 
have made their visit to see the Christ child. After the flight into Egypt, 
Mary and Joseph did not return to BethIchem, but to Nazareth. 

The story of the visit of the wise men has prompted many myths. The 
facts, according to Matthew, are that the wise men from the East saw a star, 
which they believed heralded the birth of a king of the Jews. They came to 
Jerusalem, the capital city, to worhsip Him. They were told to go to Bethle- 
hem, and when they arrived, they brought gifts of gold, frankincense, and 
myrrh. Having worshipped the child, they returned home, avoiding Jerusa- 
lem and Herod, as they had been instructed in a dream. _ 

Besides the myth that the wise men were there with the shepherds, at the 
birth of Christ, other myths have included the myth that the "wise men" 
were really kings. Though the song says, “We three kings of Orient are," 
there is nothing to indicate that what the scriptures call the "wise men," or 
"Magi," were in fact kings. Legend has decided that since three gifts were 
brought, there must have been three wise men. And these three wise men 
have even been given names: Caspar, Melchior, and Balthasar. But the scrip- 
tures are silent as to how many wise men there were, and most certainly, 
these wise men are not named in the scriptures.

Elba City Council vows to get tough on 
businesses not renewing city licenses 


The Elba City council mecting 
Monday evening was routine with 
the only business that could be- 
come a problem being the unani- 
mous opinion that the city ordi- 
nance governing the requirement for 
business licenses would be enforced 
fairly and on every person doing 
business in the City of Elba, full or 
parttime. 

Mayor Fred Moore presented 
each council member with a copy 
of the local law governing the re- 
quirement for business licenses and 
asked the council for an opinion. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
commented, "This is not at our dis- 
cretion. We _ should enforce it 
equally on everyone or not at all”. 
Other council members echoed this 
opinion as did Moore. 

John W. Sharpless noted, "Some 
people may not be aware of the law 
and will be willing to pay if noti- 
fied." He was referring to Moore's 
comment that there were several 
full time business owners who were 
not buying city licenses and a num- 
ber of part-time day care, garages, 
electricians and plumbers who are 
working out of their homes and not 
buying licenses. He also noted there 
were some out-of-town people who 
were coming into Elba doing work 
and not buying the required license. 

Council members said to Police 
Chief Freddie Hanchey that they ex- 


pected his department to work 
closely with city hall in monitoring 
people doing business in the city 
and insuring they understand the 
law on this matter. 

Chief Hanchey told council 
members his department had an- 
swered 109 complaints including 
two accidents during the period 
from March 14 to March 27. This 
included 24 traffic citations, two of 
which were DUI's. 

Hanchey also reported two cases 
of strong-arming of eldery men in 
their homes and money being tak- 
en. He urged homeowners to be 
sure their homes were secure, even 
though he expected an arrest in one 
of these cases and patrols have been 
increased. 

Sharpless reported to the council 
on his monthly meetings as a 
member of the SE Alabama Gas 
District board. He promised to 
make regular reports on the happen- 
ings of the gas district. 

Moore informed council mem- 
bers that he had personally contact- 
ed the owner of an empty house on 
Highway 84 East concerning trash 
and abandoned yard sale items in the 
front yard. He said the owner had 
given permission for volunteers to 
clean it up. 

Council member Eddie Vaughan 
voiced a complaint about telephone 
services in Elba. He also suggested 


90 area landowners attend meeting 


concerning upcoming Whitewater 
Watershed project in Coffee County 


Approximately 90 landowners 
attended a meeting concerning the 
Whitewater Creek Watershed on 
Monday night, November 21, at the 
Community Center in Tarentum. 

Mason Dollar and Bill Hughes, 
of the Soil Conservation State Of- 
fice, told the group about the plan 
for the watershed project along the 
Whitewater Creek, which includes 
180,000 acres in both Coffee and 
Pike Counties. 

The project, which will cost 
share on conservation work on 
cropland, is expected to be funded in 
1989. The project will provide cost 
share assistance for a ten year period 
and the plan, as presented, is set up 
to treat 8,500 acres out of the total 
of 32,000 acres of cropland in the 
watershed.The federal share of the 
work is estimated to bring $2.2 
million into the area. 

ne watershed is expected to re- 
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duce soil loss in the area from 14 
tons per acre down to 8 tons per 
acre, per year. 

The first application for assis- 
tance was made in January, 1986 
and it was approved by the State 
Soil and Water Conservation Com- 
mittee in February of that year. 

Conservation practices to be 
used by the landowners include wa- 
ter disposal systems for cropland, 
grass planting, tree planting, sedi- 
ment basins, gulley plugs and the 
treatment of critically eroding road- 
banks. 

The cost share for the installa- 
tion of the practices is 60 percent 
watershed funds and 40 percent par- 
ticipant. 

The plan is expected to be signed 
by all sponsors in December and 
the program should be operational 
early in 1989.

Commission approves additional help for Sheriff 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 28, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to purchase 
two new cars for the Sheriff's De- 
partment and employ a student to 
work part time to help the depart- 
ment keep up with its increasing 
workload. 

Sheriff Brice Paul told the com- 
missioners that he would like to 
send out invitations to bid on one 
new patrol car and a car for himself 
and inform the local dealers of the 
state bid price. 

The commission stated that the 
cost of the new cars was included in 
the budget for the department and 
approved the request. 

Sheriff Paul also told the com- 
mission of manpower shortages at 
the office in Enterprise. He stated 
that last month alone the Enterprise 
office handled 1,200 papers and the 
heavy caseload was forcing the sec- 
retary in the office to work over- 
time, without pay. 

The commission told Sheriff 
Paul to employ a high school stu- 
dent for 20 hours per week during 
the school year and then work the 
student 40 hours per week during 
the summer, and to pay the student 
minimum wage. 

The monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. and the first order of 
business was to open bids on a 
number of items.

fuel with a low bid of $5,144.38, 
while Foster Company was the suc- 
cessful bidder on steel pilings with 
a bid of $10,050.

Murder trial postponed 


The murder trial of an Elba man 
accused in the beating death of en 
elderly Elba resident has been post- 
poned until Jan.10, 1989. 

In a ruling filed in Coffee Coun- 
ty Circuit Court on Tuesday, 
Nov.22, Circuit Judge Gary McAli- 
ley granted Willie Simmons Jack- 
son's request for a continuance and 
rescheduled the trial for the date in 
January. 

Jackson, age 37, is charged with 
capital murder in connection with 
the July, 1987 robbery and murder 
of Elmo Roberts, age 87, of Elba. 

According the court's ruling, a 
hearing was held before Judge McA- 
liley last week in which Paul 


Young, Jackson's attorney, asked 
for the continuance, citing the need 
to take depositions of a psycholo- 
gist and psychiatrists at the Taylor 
Harden Secure Medical Facility, in 
Tuscaloosa. 

During the hearing at the Enter- 
prise courthouse, Young also asked 
the court to disqualify Chief Assist- 
ant Attorney Al Smith from prose- 
cuting the case and requested that 
"prejudicial evidence” be excluded 
from the trial. 

McAliley refused to disqualify 
Smith and denied the request to "ex- 
clude prejudicial evidence” at this 
ume.
